THE COLONY AND THE TERRITORY 

With all the? similarity of origin Ibo 
Englishman and tho Americun, or rather the 
oitizen of the United States, present under 
oertain conditions very striking antitheses. 
The one man in a newly-formed colony and 
the other in a nowly-forraod territory are ns 
widely different in their characteristics as 
two persons can well bo. With tho English- 
in everything muai bo dono by routino j 
Jhango (ive aro not speaking metulioally) is 
generally as much detested by him as it is 
by the Chinese. Tho first and last necessity 
is order. Look after lifo and property, and 
let tho material prosperity of tho country 
tako caro of itself, is his great political 
philosophy. Look at tho rnatorial prosperity 
of tho country and life and property will take 
care of themselves is tho language of tho 
Amorican. This gives us the key to tho non 
progressive, but well-conducted British 
colony, and the healthy, vigorous, but dis- 
orderly Amorican territory. In tho colony's 
infancy wo have generally tho people at 
loggerhoads with the Government ; tho former 
disposed to grumble at mismanagement, but 
Blow to tako rcmedid measures, tho latter 
arrogant, Belf-willed and inexperienced. 
Firet attempts, therefore, at colonization aro 
generally a failure The Government, in 
most cases, guided by the weak and flickers 
ing light of a past ooatury, is a blundering 
Government. Incapable of appreciating the 
march of events — of seeing tho necessity 
for liberal laws — it wraps itself up in 
its antique mantle and gapes holplesBly 
at the depopulation of tho country. It 
cannot or will not see that men who aro 
accustomed to the hardships and discomforts 
of pioneor lifo will not fritter away their 
time in a perpetual warfare with. the restric- 
tions which Government places in thoir way. 
Much easier and much more profitable it is 
to them io leave tho country to its sickly 
fate, than to war with men who have got all 
the fatuity of the wilfully blind; Ilenco we 
find the British colony, no raattor how glow- 
ing ila prospects, laboring and struggling for 
years under the strangling operation of its 
rulers. 

Very differont is it with tho American 
territory. There so soon as population com- 
mences to pour in the whole strength nnd 
vigor of tho people are strained to develop 
the oountry's resources. Thero is hut little 
restriction, nnd every man rushes with an 
energy unknown io other countries to tho 
accomplishment of his task. As, however, 
the automatic character of the English col- 
ony, while denuding it of force and vitality, 
preserves, cr tonds to preserve, at tho samo 
time the public peaco and general order ; so 
the almost unrestrained license of the nowly- 
peopled territory, whilo giving full vent 
to tho enterprise and vigor of the inhab- 
itants, destroys to a great extent security in 
life and property: In tho gold countries 
around us we have ample proof of ibis fact, 
In the territory of Idaho every stago arrival 
has been until reoontly bringing intelligence 
of highway robbery and murder. Indeed, it 
would seem that crime was tho normal condition 
of tho territory, and not skulking crime 
afraid to show its face at noonday but bold 
and audacious orimo setting at defianoe the 
very oourts creeled for its suppression. 
Thero was an organised system ot maraud- 
ing that mado it in tho first place almost 
impossible to catch the guilty party, and in 
tho second place if caught made it equally 
difficult to convict him. A reign of terror 
existed that caused the judge to tremblo on 
tho bench and tho juryman to shake with 
fear in tho box; for the life of the on j was 
just as likoly to pay the ponnlly as tho lifo of 
tho other, if any of the snored gang of mur- 
derers had received at tho hands of the law 
his just deserts. Tho last of these outrages 
was committed on au important witness 
named Raymond who testified in court 
against somo of tlio band, and was struck 
down in cousciiuenco in cold blood by a ruf- 
fian named Clark, Tho murderer was ar- 
rostod ; but no one doubted that ho would, 
as others had dono before him, eseapo tho 
full penalty of tho law, Indeed ouo of tho 
known loaders ol tho gang, a man named 
Opdyke, before tho body of tho nuirdorod 
mau had been removed, stopped boldly for- 
ward and said — " That affair grow out of the 
lawsuit yesterday and thero will bo many 
moro like it." No ono dared arrest Opdyke 
nnd ho rotlo off. Tho public mind was, 
however, wrought up to that excitement 
which in an Americun community meaiu 
something moro than words, A Vigilance 
Committee was lormcd and the guard-hoiieo 
in which Clark was confined wna broken 
open in the middle of the night, tho guurds 
knocked down and pinioned and Clark taken 
away. The next morning the citizens were 
awe-struck at seeing Clark's body hang- 
ing ut the end of three poles n little dis- 
tance from tho town. Whon Opdyke 
hoard of the cirOUmstODoa ho threatened sev- 
eral of the citizens with sumuvury vengeance; 
tut ho calculated without his host, lor a3 ho 
wbm riding ulong on ono of his intirowoun 
missions ho himself was taken prisoner by 
tho vigilantes ut a place called Syrup Creek, 
and alter a little ceremony, strung up to a 
troo. Ono of his confederates, a man 
named Dixon, was also caught n few miles 
further down tho oreck and served in the 
same manner. On tho bodies of each of tho 
mon was suspended n card narrating tho 
crimo or crimes for which ho suffered. Once 
commenced tho vigilantes made short work of 
rascality in Idaho, and to-day wo find in 
tho Idaho Statesman thu following testimony 
to thoii if!iciGr.jy : " As to tho torror that 
has reigned for the last two years, it has come 
to on end. Good citizens and peaceable men 
walk through the streets and go about their 
buoinuas in comparative safety, Tho grand 
jury that is now in session, when their labors 



aro dono, may disperse without danger of 
being assassinated for tho disebargo of their 
duty. There is no alarm in the community 
and no terror for any ono except those 
who prey upon socioty and their follow 
mon. Such is tho txaot condition of 
affairs to-day." Such is the ordinary history 
of tho infancy of every mining country 
in tho United Stales. The law set at de- 
liaucu for a time by scoundrels of all classos 
the very courts polluted ; but swilt and sum- 
mary retribution following, the channels to 
justice made clear and unimpeded, and society 
placed ou a foundation of absolute safety 
through the exertions of tho populace thorn- 
solves. It is seldom citizons can with safety 
ignoro the ordinary course of legal tribunals 
and tako tho law into their own hands, bat 
we havo amplo proof by San Francisco, Uoisc 
City and other placej in tho contiguous 
American territory of citizens rising in their 
stern mujesty, removing etfeto or corrupt jnr# 
tico, and like a thundor-storm clearing the 
atmosphero of surcharged impurities, ar.d 
then, whon tho tusk has been performed, al- 
lowing the law to resume its functions, un- 
restricted by ovil influence or iniquitous ter- 
rors. Thero is a moral grandeur about this 
habit of self-reliance that fits a people for 
any emergency, but our American neighbors 
would do well, whilo they avoid our silly 
blunders in vainly endeavoring to Bettlo up a 
country, to acquire somo of our better charac- 
teristics in maintaining the law. If both 
people would indeod learn from each other's 
faults— if the English colonist would only 
discover that ha is too patient under ruinous 
mismanngemout, and tho Americau find out 
that he is too patient under diabolical crime 
—tho contiguity of the one community to tho 
other would bo productive of bonents that 
could Ecarooly bo ovorraled. Both commu- 
nities, as it is, coino right onough in the 
ond. Tho colonies gradually shako off the 
incubus ot irresponsible Government and 
govern themsolvos, and the American terri- 
tories gradually got clear of ruffianism, but 
the very best period in both cases is allowed 
to s ip without any attempt being mado to 
eradicate the pressing evils,

Tl a road to Colville is in 
bad condition, animals frequently miring 
down, and the trip attended with many de. 
lays. Goneral Mo, was more fortunate thau 
many others, and yet ho pronounced it " a 
hard road to travel." At Colvillo there were 
threo stores doing a healthy business, and 
at the landing two more mercantile establish-, 
tnonts, both having a fair trade. At Little 
Dalles, which is to bo the landing placo of 
tho steamer, it is expected that a little town 
will spring up. All through the country the 
settlers are hopeful, and calculate upon great 
things from the llig Bend mines.

tub FRENCU defeat at mazatlan. 
San Francisco, April 23. — A French war 
vessel had arrived at Acaplllco with full 
confirmation of the reported defeat of the 
French at Mazatlan, March 22. — Thn French 
Admit tho loss of two pieces. Tho Mexicans 
claim tho Cardura of four. Corona got in the 
rear and demanded the capitulation of tho 
ouiire lorce before opon it.g tiro. The French 
claim tho greatest slangliter was made by 
two hundred Americans under Frank Daoey. 
They sny one American with a Henry's rifle 
was Been to kill fifteen Frenchmen. 

THE SOUTH AMERICAN WAR. 

The Spanish frigaio Blanco had lost u 
large number of men after the defeat by tho 
Allied fleet, while lying at anrhor in one of 
tho straits alongside Island Chilco. Tho 
Chileans came down to the shore in largo 
forco in the night and remained in ambush. 
When the Blanco's crew was mustered on 
deck in the morning they poured in a mus- 
ketry fire at close range, making gr?atslau;h- 
tor. The Blanco's guns could not effect 
anything, and her bonis which attempted to 
land were beaten off. The Spauish had seized 
and condemned an English merchant steamer 
and an Italian vessel for coaliug at Caronal. 
The American steamer Uncle Sam was also 
seized at Valparaiso for violating the block- 
ade. Peru is pushing on preparations for 
uctivo war against Spain. 

FURTHER FROM MEXICO. 

Tho Mexicans have advices via Acapulco 
of tho defeat of Lozada by the Liberals, after 
the defeat ol the French. Mercantile houses 
havo letters admitting iho deleat of their 
forces, but saying that a second expedition 
was going out April 1st to co-operate with 
Lozada, uud that he had defeated the Liber- 
als at Alcopancto. 

AMERICAN INDEPENDENT STATES. 

San Francisco. April 22d — Nelson, ex- 
minister of the United States at Santiago, 
in taking leave of tho President of tho He- 
public, remarked that it wub tho resolution 
of bis government to prevent all undue influ- 
ence or intervention on tho part of European 
nations wilh tho Independent Slates of tho 
continent, pacifically if possible, by forco if 
necessary. 

SEIZURE Or THE JOHN L. STEPHENS BV MEX- 
ICAN ALLIES. 

Arrived — Ship Fearless from Boston, mer- 
chandise to Meader ; steamer John L. Ste- 
phens from Mazatlan, April 17th. On tho 
down Irip the Stephens had a largo amount 
of forngo for the French horses which are 
starving, and other supplies ; also 500 stand 
ol arms. Corana, awato iu advance of tho 
fact, sent Major Daney with a party of Lib- 
erals across from Allola to Capo St. Lucas, 
where they eoizod Iho steamer, took her to 
La Paz and unloaded the arms and supplies 
which they shipped immediately to Altolu. 
They proposed at first to confiscate the 
steamer, urm her and sail her as n Liberal 
war steamer, but at length dismissed her on 
guarantee thai she should carry no moro con- 
traband of war to Iho French. 

The French defual is confirmed. I.ozada's 
forces and the Liberals had an engagement 
in which both claim a victory, but Lozada 
retreated nflor tho fi^ht. The French moved 
east on tho first of the month to co operate 
with him but returned without exchanging a 
shot.

all lo know that they wero so woll guardod 
and their lives and property so well oared for. 
To him it was ospeoially gratifying to see bo 
many intelligent and aolive citizens associated 
together for bo worthy n purpose. It was 
most creditable to them and ho hoped the 
people duly appprociuted it. It was an old 
and wiso maxim that " prevention wns better 
than cure." There had been but fow fires 
and none of any real imporlanco since ho 
had come among thorn, but it was due lo a 
great meaRuro lo tliore being such an effi- 
cient brigade ready at a moment's warning 
lo extinguish fires. He had always learned 
and believed that tho greatest alacrity had 
boon over displayed by tho brignde, but he 
hoped yet lo see them oven on a better and 
sounder footing. They hud accomplished 
much with tho means at thoir command, but 
more could oven yet bo done. Ho recol- 
lected wiluosBing a destructive fire that in 
Rpito of tho united efforts ol fire brigades and 
regiments of the lino had raged for fivo days. 
Such a thing might occur hero, though tho 
community rested in comparative peace, 
! feeling assured that a tiro could not make 
i headway with sucli a body of men. Somo 
I of the Insurance Companies, His Excelloncy 
remarked, had acted towards tho lire depart- 
ment with considerable liberality, while 
others hud contributed nothing. Ho was of 
opinion that thoy should all bo compelled 
by an act of tho Legislature lo support the 
department. (Hear, hear.) It was not A. 
B. C. who wero alone concerned but every 
body and nil who benelitted by it should in 
equity and in equality aid in maintaining 
tho department. If those parties studied 
their own interests they would ndopt the 
suggestion. The lire department of Victo- 
ria, would do credit to any place and he iiopcd 
they would go on and prosper in harmony | 
and good will. Il was evident that Ihey 
were following the right road when thoy 
could all agree bo well together and manage 
their own ulluirs without dissentiou. (Ap- 
plause). 

His Excellency then proposed and kd oil' 
three cheers for the firemen whiob was 
heartily responded to by tho usscmbled 
crowd. 

Chief Engineer Drummood oulled upon 
tho firemen to givo Ihree cheers which tho 
" boys" did wilh u hearty will. 

Three cheers wore then proposod by His 
Excellency for " our Gracious Sovereign the 
Queen" which was lustily taken up by all 
present, the band playing pari of tho Na- 
tional Anth.m. 

The department then reformed in the order 
of procession and marched to tho Council 
Chamber whore His Worship tho Mayor and 
the city fathers and civic functionaries were 
invited to inspect the eugiuos. This done 
Mayor Franklin said : 

Ho was proud to have the honor for the 
first tirao iu his official position of addres- 
sing tho fire department. He regarded them 
as bis best Irienda und the most useful soci- 
ety iu the city. When a number of respeo" 
loblo gentlemen many of whom were drawn 
from their business pursuits, risked their 
own lives to save the lives and property of 
others, they were entitled to a lull measure of, 
gratitude, and ho oarnestly hoped to see tho 
department prosper und go on increasing. 
He congratulated them loo on thoir officers 
[hear] who would not slumber [laughter! 
and although some might occasionally arri J 
lata it was gratifying lo know that Ihey j 
might remain ot homo and allow n firo to bo 
put out by skilful officers under them, as was 
the case the other morning. He (tho Mayor) 
was Dot a fireman, nor was ho cut out for 
one [laughterj, but bo had been told that 
that was u most remarkablo instaneo of the 
skill of the department, who would boar fa- 
vor, ble comparison with any others. In 
somo places it was not considered an honor 
to bo a fireman, but here it was both a pride 
and an honor lo be udmitted to the depart- 
ment, who conducted their uffairs without the 
slightest animoiity or bitter feelings and 
wero an honor to tho town. He felt glad 
that the Legislature purposed granting cer-
